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MARINES SAIL TOAID
AMERICANS IN MEXICO

Howard’s Men Will Protect
Colonists From Yaquis—No
Invasion, Says Washington.

BAN DIEGO, Cal, June IT.—With a bit-
tery of rapld-firera and machine guns and
plenty of ammunition aboard, the flag-
ghip Colorado, of the Pacific fMeet, eniled
from here today for Lobarl Bay, Mexico,
carrying &% maorines and hluejackeln 1o
protect Amaricans In the Yagul valloy.
WASHINGTON, June 17.—Nelther "in-
tervention' in tha AMexlean situation nor
“invasion’™ of Mexico is contempluted by
the Linited States, nor can thes he con-
strued from the orders given Admiral
Hownrd to tnke {00 marines and blue-
Jackets into Mexico near Guaymas to
repcue an Amercan colony threatened
by an uprising of Yaqul Indians, it was
emphatically and officially declnred by
high offieialy todny.

They stated that the orders to Howard
should not and gould not be regarded an
Indieating o change In the Administra-
tlon's "hands-oft" Mexican polley, or even
as n short step toward armed interven-
tion, 1t was polnted out that similar
ordera were glven thresa woeoks ago, whan
the Yaguls went on the warpath against
the same colony of Amerlcan and other
farelgn ranchern, but the revolt waa then
eubdued by Mexioan soldiers without the
mid of Amerlean naval forces, At that
time General Maytorena, Villlita come-
mander, welcomed co-operntion of the
Amerlean forces, and promised to work
with any marines who should be landed,
Admiral Howard was dus to will today
from San Dlego on the battleship Colo-
rudo, taking 300 marines from the Ban
IMega barrsckes. for Tobari Bay, Just
south of Guaymas and only M miles from
where the American colonlsts are being
besieged by the Yaguls, who are about
400 strong and well armed, Nopne of the
forelgners have been killed, according to
official reports, but the Indians have rald-
ed several ranchea and fired shots at the
tenants,

An @n indieation that the American
forces are only authorized to protect and
reiciis the forelgners threatensd, It s
noted that Howard's orders specifically
Atito he shall, before sending troops In-
land, endeavor to hold friendly nagotin-
tions with the Yaquis, and In no eircums
stances shall any territory be occupled.
“We are offering asylum ahoard our
ships Lo such American wettlars In tha
Yoqui Valley as wish te come out,’ Sec
retary Danlels pald, “and we are offering
them o guard, if ons be required, for the
Journey to the coast. Most of thess set-
ters were assisted In getting out about a
yvear und s half ago, and they have since
returned to the valley."

TENTATIVE PLAN FOR
ORGANIZING HOUSING
DIVISION APPROVED

Finance Committee Passes
Favorably on Dr. 8.
Lewis Ziegler's Esti-
mates Submitted to Coun-

cils.

A tentative plan u\r ofginigation for
the naw Divisten of Housing and Sanita-
tlon, ereated by the eampromise housing
bill pasaad by tha last Fegialaturs, wos
submitted to Counclin today by IMreotor
Zieglar, of the Depurtment of Health
and Charities, and waa approved by the
Finanes Committes. It provided for the
appointment of 115 amployes July 1, nnd
of 1T additlonal employes Cctober 1 of
thid year. An appropriation of 31818
wan asked for the enforcement of the
new law from July 1 to January 1 next.

The Director Arst roquented that pro-
vinion be made for 143 amployes;, but in
a latter sent to the Mayor he sald (his
had been modified In an kgreement nide
with Chaltman Connelly, of the Finanva
Committee, at tha Prequeést of Governsr
Brambaugh, Ha also eld In tha latler
thnt the Governor signed the compromise
bill only after he had recelv¥ed a copy of
the ngresment.

The only axecutive position provided for
Is that of chief of the division, Thia
position, whith pays 85600 n year, In spe-
oiffcally provided for in the new law.

The positions of nssiatant chlef of the
division and the supervising inspactors
of tenement houser and house drainage
ara abullshed, ‘The suparyizing Inapector
of sanitation ls retalned,
